Question Of S a n i t y 
At Time Of Kill­ 
ing

Los Angeles, Jan. 25,— (A P )—Wil­ 
liam E. Hickman, confessed kidnapper 
and killer of little Marion Parker, was 
brought into superior court, today for 
the opening of his sanity trial.

was in custody of a deputy sheriff and 
a jailor. 
California justice has set out on a

The trial which 
; will determine the sanity of the killer 
will follow new and untested state 
i laws, governing sanity defenses. 
Pleads Nut Guilty 
Hickman has pleaded “not guilty by 
J reason of insanity”, a tacit admission 
j that he committed the offenses, but 
was not responsible.

Armed with depositions and other 
J forms of evidence designed to support 
I the insanity theory the defense hoped 
to eave Hickman from 
hanging
